Committee an updated briefing on covert action programs. Eisenhower
said that Senator Goldwater has not been well following his trip to the
Far East and would have to go home to recuperate; therefore, he will
not be able to meet with the Director and Chairman Inouye. KXisenhower’
said he would try to get another minority member to attend the meeting
and offered to sit in for Senator Goldwater if the Director wished., He said
he would not attend, however, unless he received further word from me.
I checked with the Director, who preferred not to have Eisenhower present
and therefore no call was made tc him., :
